Washington, Feb. 3.—- President. 
Wilson, by an executive order dat. 
ed today and made public at the 
White House tonight, removed all 
restrictions against the exporta- 
tion of manitions of war into Mex- 
ico from the United States, plading 
the contending elemente on a basis 
of equality with respect to the pur- 
chase of arms and supplies in this 
country. 

The executive order emphasized 
that it was the desire of the United 
States to be in the same position 
of neutrality toward the contending 
factions in Mexico as were. the 
other powers. 

Accompanying the order, the 
White House issued the following 
statement of explanations: 

“The exeoutive order under 
which the exportation of arme and 

mmnnition into Mexico is forbid- 
den was a departure from the ac- 
cepted practices of neutrality—a 
deliberate departure frum those 
practices under a well-considered 
joint ‘resolution of congr.#s—de- 
termined upon: in circumstances 
which .have now. ceased to exist. 
It was intended ‘to discourage in. 
cipient revolts against the refalar- 
ly constituted authorities of Mex- 
iso, Since'that. order was issued 
the cireumatances of the case have 
=Hidical . change. 
There is nowno constitutional gov- 
ernmeut in Mexico, and the exist- 


ence of this order hinders and de- 


Edmonton, Feb. 2.—Sheriff Fred 
C. Lane of Pierre, 8, D., was in 
the city Saturday with two prison- 
ers wanted on the charye of. cattle 
stealing, who wore arrested in the 
Peace River country after a chase 
which lasted six weeks.
